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REPORT OF THE OVERSEERS OF THE POOR. 


TO THE INHABITANTS OF THE TOWN OF SANDWICH: 

The Overseers of the Poor of the Town of Sandwich 
herewith submit their annual report. 

The roof of the almshouse is in very bad condition, and 
should be newly shingled this spring. 

On account of insufficient shed room, the road cart and 
road machine are kept out of doors. We think it economy 
that such kind of property be kept under cover, and would 
suggest that a shed be built on the south side of the barn 
for the same. 

We would call attention to the report of the State Board 


of Lunacy and Charity, which is as follows : 
SANDWICH. 

‘This almshouse is in poor condition, though not owing 
to a lack of interest on the part of the superintendent or 
matron, but because the building is old, and not adapted for 
which it is used. It is in bad repair, and the rooms are so 
situated that the inmates cannot be under proper observa- 
tion, and they receive no night attention. 

Should a fire occur in their department, which has no 
responsible person in it by night, there might be serious 
loss of life. Much attention is given to cleanliness, and 
during the summer one room has been sheathed and consid- 
erable papering done; still the building is wholly unfit for 
an almshouse, and should be abandoned. If it is continued, 
however, a bathroom should be provided. The separation 
of the sexes is more carefully attended to than formerly.” 


The number of persons who have been supported at the 
almshouse during the year, is twenty-one. Five of these 
belong to the town of Bourne, for. which we are receiving 
$13 per week. The number now in the hospitals is three. 

Heman Dillingham, who has lived at the almshouse 
since 1845, died Nov. 16. | 

The usual Thanksgiving dinner was supplied by the son 
of the late Hon. Jonathan Bourne.

ROAD ACCOUNT. 


HERE has been expended during the past year $488.16 

in excess of the appropriation, but we presume it is the 
unanimous voice of the travelling public, that the roads are 
none too good. The exceptionally wet weather throughout 
the whole of the year, has kept the road beds soft, causing 
them to rut badly, especially when they are narrow and much 
used by heavy teams. 

An unexpected outlay of $150 was made on the roads 
from Forestdale to Pocasset, between the ponds, caused by 
the rising of the water, which it was said endangered public 
travel. 

It has been proved conclusively that there is no economy 
in attempting to make a good road of sand or clay. There 
are sections of the county road which were gravelled nine 
years ago, that are in as good condition to-day as when first 
done. 

The town voted several years ago that no ‘‘stop-waters”’ 
should be made onthe hills. It costs the town hundreds 
of dollars every year to repair the damage by the wash, for 
the want of something to turn the water from the centre of 
the road bed into the gutters. We believe something can 
be constructed that would not endanger public travel, which 
would remedy this waste in part, at least. We suggest that 
the commissioner try the experiment the coming season. 


We again call attention to the lower, or town neck road, 
commencing at the Unitarian church and extending to its 
junction with the county road, near the Freeman farm. It 
is ina very bad condition, and in any estimate for repairs 
of the highways, the present year, from three to four hun- 
dred dollars should be anticipated for this road. 

The county commissioners last spring widened and 
straightened a portion of the county road near Nye’s mill, 
and will order it worked this season. A special appropria- 
tion must be made for it. We recommend for general re- 
pairs the present year, an appropriation of two thousand 
dollars.

It will be noticed that nine of our present teachers are 
natives of Sandwich, seven of whom are graduates from the 
High school, and nearly all have supplemented their High 
school course in Normal or training schools. This is as it 
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should be; but a diploma from the High school is not nec- 
essarily a passport to the teacher’s position. A knowledge 
of books is of course the first essential, but this alone will 
not make a successful teacher; there should be some es- 
pecial preparation, some knowWledge of the most approved 
methods and the application of them; with all these com- 
bined there will often be failures. It has always been my 
practice whenever our young people have fitted themselves 
for teachers, to give them a trial and if successful, retain 
them; if not, substitute others; believing that the schools 
are fur the benefit of the people at large, never for the pe- 
cuniary benefit of any individual. 

As usual most of the changes of teachers were caused 
by offers of larger salaries elsewhere. Mr. Thompson was 
called to Wellesly, Miss Gragg who for four years con- 
ducted so successfully the intermediate department on 
School street, to Quincy. Miss Watson was elected assis- 
tant in the High school. It may not be out of place here to 
mention, that at the close of the fall term she was offered a 
much more liberal couwipensation at Newton, but chose to 
remain in her present position from a conviction of duty. 
I hope she may be retained at a salary somewhat in propor- 
tion to the value of her services. 

Since the closing of business at the Glass Works, there 
has been a constant decrease in the number of children at- 
tending the Public schools, and during the past year great- 
er irregularity in the attendance. The former caused doubt- 
less by the removal of families to other localities in pursuit 
of work, the latter largely to the prevailing sickness during 
parts of the fall and winter terms. By a careful enumera- 
tion of the children between the ages of five and fifteen on 
the first of May last, there were found to be three hundred 
and thirty-nine: of this number 302 have attended the 
schools a part or the whole of the year, about 89 per cents 
of the remaining 11 per. cent» 12 are between 5 and 6 years 
old and have not entered school, § are being taught at home, 


) 
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7 are in feeble health, unable to attend. Of the remaining 
13, the most are over 14 years, can read at sight, and write 
legibly simple sentences. Why these do not attend school 
I am unable to give any reason, and there can be none ex- 
cept parental indifference. The decrease in the number of 
children between the ages of 5 and 15, since May 1, 1888, 
has been 18. Since 1884, the year of the division, 46. 

The work of the schools during the past year has gene- 
rally been satisfactory. There has been more or less friction 
in some quarters, but no more than usual, or might have 
been expected under the circumstances Change of teach- 
ers usually produces dissatisfaction even if improved meth- 
ods are secured. ‘The new teacher” is always the subject 
of criticism by pupils and parents. Any change of methods 
from those practised by Mr. ———— or Miss ——— is sure 
to call forth decided expressions of disapproval. 

Allusion has been niade to the irregularity in attendance; 
this 1s certainly one of the most serious evils with which the 
schools have to contend. As the Secretary of the State 
Board has devoted a portion of his report to this subject, I 
have taken the liberty to copy it entire; trusting our people 
will heed the lesson it contains. 


TARDINESS AND ABSENCE. 

The law requires the children of school age to attend 
school for at least twenty weeks during every school year. 
This law is violated, if, without some providential reason, 
the child is absent from school or tardy in his attendance 
during this:time. » Public Statutes,secti1Tischap: 47. 

It is very important that the children shall be prompt 
and constant in their attendance. _Irregularity in this will 
naturally result in the formation of bad habits. As the 
work of the school is progressive, if a pupil by his tardiness 
or absence loses a part, he wil] lose not only that part but 
in some measure that which follows also. Children who 
find themselves behind their classmates, frequently become 
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discouraged and confused in their work by attempting to do 
that for which they have no sufficient preparation. 

If the teacher spends time in assisting the irregular at- 
tendant to recover what he has lost, or delays the class that 
al! may go on together the class receivesan injury. For 
these reasons every faithful teacher reduces the tardiness 
and absence in his school to the least possible amount. 
This may be done in two ways: First, by making the school 
exercises so interesting to the children that they will make 
a voluntary effort to be punctually present; a good method 
of teaching will make all school exercises interesting. Sec- 
ond, rules requiring punctuality may be made, and penalties 
connected with their violation. 

In enforcing the rules relating to attendance, the teach- 
er should first ascertain the cause of the failure to obey 
them. If the absence is due to the voluntary and persistent 
acts of the child, the school authorities should apply the 
remedies directly to him. If it is due to the requirements 
of parents or guardians, they are to be made responsible. 
Should the cause of absence be a providential one, over 
which neither the parent nor the child has any control, they 
should suffer no other loss than that which is inseparably 
connected with the absence itself. Sickness of the pupil or 
of the family may make absence excusable. In such in- 
stances the school authorities should not treat a failure in at- 
tendance as a violation of their rules. But voluntary and in- 
excusable absence or tardiness of those required by law to 
be in school, should be considered a serious offence against 
the good order of the school, the vital interests of the child, 
and the well-being of the Commonwealth. Rules have been 
decided to be reasonable that forbid a child to be absent for 
work, or pleasure, or for avoiding some school exercise not 
in harmony with his ideas of what is agreeable, or because 
he chooses to be absent. A persistent violation of these 
rules has sometimes been punished with expulsion from the 
school, and the courts by their decisions of cases brought 
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before them have affirmed the propriety of the rules and 
the methods employed to prevent their violation. 8 Cush. 
160; 12 Allen, 127; 32 Vt. 224. 

It is to be expected that every proper effort will be made 
to secure the punctual attendance of all the children upon 
the schools, at least for the time required by law, and that 
the necessity for expulsion will seldom, if ever, occur. 


DISCIPLINE. 

The discipline in the schools the past year has been 
such as to insure good order in most of them. It is here 
that many who would otherwise make successful teachers 
fail; why it is they fail, they never can understand; they 
try to preserve a proper degree of discipline, but their pupils 
very soon discover that they cannot and govern themselves 
accordingly. The power to control is a gift which those 
in whom it is wanting rarely ever succeed in cultivating. 

I am pleased to say that the use of corporal punishment 
as a means of enforcing discipline in the school-room is now 
but seldom resorted to. The rules of the Board do not for- 
bid it, but it is to say the least a questionable means. Some 
children may be reached by its use upon whom milder meas- 
ures fail; and I am not ready to say that teachers should be 
deprived of its restraining influence, but it should be used 
only in extreme cases. It is safe to say that the weaker 
the character of the teacher the oftener he will resort to the 
inflction of bodily pain to secure proper discipline. A 
hearty co-operation on the part of parents with the teacher 
and school officers is the surest way of building up the 
moral tone of the schools. 


READING IN THE SCHOOLS. 

The reading in the schools is not what it should be; in 
fact in most of the schools, with few exceptions, it is poor. 
It does not compare favorably with what it was a few years 
ago. This is particularly noticeable in the higher grades 
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where we naturally look for the best. Asa rule the schol- 
ars speak so low and indistinctly it is very difficult to under- 
stand what is said, with little or noattempt at any intelligent 
expression of thought, and apparently little understanding 
of the selection before them. There are many notable ex- 
ceptions to this, but as a whole the reading is poor. 

Whatever may be the cause of this, some remedy should 
be applied at once. If it is the want of time for sufficient 
drill, then let the time be taken even if some other exercise 
has to be omitted. Reading is unquestionably the funda- 
mental branch of education. To be able to read well is cer- 
tainly a great accomplishment, and one which but compar- 
atively few possess; but to read understandingly is indis- 
pensable. There are three great purposes to be accom- 
plished by reading in the schools. To gain a knowledge of 
words, to express thought conveyed by those words, and a 
taste for reading. “A good knowledge of our own language 
makes all knowledge possible.’”’ James Russell Lowell late- 
ly said in a public address, that he who ‘could read well 
could attain any height in scholarship. 


Our public schools require annually, for their mainten- 
ance, large expenditures of money; their results therefore, 
ought to meet the reasonable expectations of those who feel 
the burden of taxation for their support.. It is to be expect- 
ed that any system of public instruction will. be subjected 
to criticism and that the community will be sensitive and 

anxious in regard to the character and standing of the 
~ schools, as each individual has or should have a personal in- 
terest in the results secured. 

The inquiry will naturally arise in the minds of all in- 
terested in the welfare of the schools, particularly of the 
tax payers who have no personal interest in them, except 
the general public weltare, Are the results secured ‘com- 
mensurate to the expense incurred? If my long identifica- 
tion with the schools is of any value, there should be no one 


, 
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so well qualified to answer the inquiry as myself. In doing 
so truth and what I believe to be for the best welfare of the 
schools compel me to answer, no. It will very naturally be 
asked why is this so, what is the difficulty, and what the 
remedy. 

I answer first, there is wanting on the part of too many 
parents a proper appreciation and appropriation of the ad- 
vantages we have, as manifested by frequent absence of 
their children from the school-room, and in other ways, 
giving them to understand that the school is of secondary 
importance. A desire and expectation that their children 
will make satisfactory progress without a corresponding de- 
gree of effort. 

There has never yet been found, nor ever will be, any 
way to educate a child in anything that is valuable except 
by effort on his part. It is not of so much importance what 
we do for our children, as what we enable them to do for 
themselves. This is true not only in the school-room but in 
all the walks of life. If we wish our children to become in- 
dependent, self reliant men and women, the training to this 
end must commence in the school-room. 

Teachers feel the depressing influence of this want 
of parental co-operation in their efforts to raise the 
standard of their school work, and finally yield in part their 
convictions of duty, rather than be engaged in a continual 
struggle in which they are rarely successful. 

If parents really desire their children to be educated, 
they must expect them to pay the inevitable price, viz. hon- 
est, faithful study. 


TLAEJAIGHISGHOOL. 


The whole number of pupils enrolled in the High school 
during the past year was 49, the average daily attendance 
was 44. The ratio of attendance to the average member- 
ship was 93 per cent. The number who entered from the 
grammar school in the fall was eleven, from the mixed 
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schools two; one from the school at Wakeby who was well 
qualified is taking the first year studies, preparatory to en- 
tering next year. 

The number of the class that graduated in June was 
eight. The exercises were held in the Casino, and were 
certainly of more than ordinary merit, and highly satisfac- 
tory to the large audience of friends and citizens.

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I again call attention to the constantly diminishing num- 
ber of pupils in the three schools in South Sandwich. An 
enrollment of 23, five years ago there was an enrollment of 
40; an average attendance of I9, five years ago of 31; a to- 
tal expense of $811.85 not including books and supplies— 
an average cost per pupil of $35.29. 


The following letter from Mr. Geo. H. Martin, an agent 
of the State Board, is worthy of careful consideration as 
certainly no one is better qualified to judge what is for the 
best interests of the schools than he. I recommend that a 
committee be appointed at the annual meeting to confer 
with the parents, and devise some plan by which these 
schools can be united under one teacher:

Dear Sir: — After visiting for the second time the out- 
lying schools of Sandwich, Iam more than ever convinced 
that the wisest policy for the town to pursue is to unite the 
three southern schools. 


The town would save some money by doing so, but that 
is not the chief reason. I know that the Sandwich people 
want good schools, and have been willing to pay for them. 
No town in the county has shown a better spirit, or had 
better results for the money expended. But there is no 
greater waste of money or effort than to run schools with a 
half dozen pupils. Most of the children must work alone, 
with no one to excel, and nothing to call out their energies. 
Children rarely do their best in such schools. 


There is little to stimulate either teacher or pupil. The 
schools are too far away to be often visited, and they are 
likely to become stagnant. Yours are as good of the kind 
as any I have seen, but if they could be brought together 
classes could be formed, and much better results obtained, 
There would be more life, more enthusiasm, and more to 
tempt the teachers to remain. I hope for the sake of the 
schools that the union will be effected this spring, for it is 
one of the clearest cases I have ever seen
